Before installing or changing battery packs, close the lena cover, check that the LCD 
monitor is not lit and turn off all switches. 




) .Open the baiiery/card cover by sliding it in the direcnon ol the arrow. 
2.lnstall ine battery with the terminals facing inside the camera. After making sure the 
battery pack is properly installed, close the battery/sard cover securely.
